The woman died seven years ago. 


Between puffs at a cigarette, Mr. 
Smyth told of the curse and what 
followed, 


Mr. Smyth and the woman lived, 
on oneighbourlng farmy. Only ao 
narrow lane separated their lands: 

“She was fifty years old," he sald. 
“She never liked ‘me, always wanted 
to get my form. One day I seemed 
to have annoyed her. 

“She cursed me, prayed that. I 
would have nothing but bad Juele as 
long as I Hved. 


‘HIS: CATTLE DIED 


“YF had not meant any harm and 
did not mind her, but that evening 
1 found two of my cattle dead, 


“Next day I found two others 
dead. They kept on dying till 
they had all gonc. Since that day 
I -have had nothing but mis- 
fortune.’ 


Mr. Smyth Is sure his cattle did 
not die of a discase, “No, it was not 
natural sickness,” he asserted. “I 
called in veterinary surgeons. They 
examined the cattle but could not 
say what was wrong with them. 

“I rented other farms later, 
Everything used to go well -for. ao 
time, then my cattle used to start 
dying. 

“My crops were unlucky, too. If 
I hnd a good crop of corn, bad har- 
vest weather was sure to spoil It.”

Allegations that the 
landing yesterday met no opposition 
were categorically denied in Chinese 
omfictal clreles, 

According to reports from‘ relable 
sources, the landing of about 200 
bluc-jackets in over 20 lighters. at 
Hachung at 4.30 a.m. was repulsed 
by Chinese troops and militiamen 
after about one hour's fighting. The 
landing operations were preceded by 
a terrific ~ naval bombardment. 
Many casualtics were suffered. 

Later the Japanese brought ‘thelr 
planes into operation, when ao fierce 
aerlal bombing complemented the 
terrific naval shelling. Under~ the 
heavy bombardment more thon 1,000 
Japanese in scores of boats attempted 
to land at Pingshan, Nimshan, 
Siakwelshan, and Tungchung in Blas 
Bay, whilst the Japanese who were 
repelled at Hachung effected a second 
landing there. Ffrious fighting 
broke out at all these points, 

At Aotow where the Japanese 
tried to land in over 40 warships, 
transports and vessels of other 
descriptions under a naval barrage 
the Chinese also offered stout 
teslstunce. The Chinese defence 
works there are understood to be 
very strong. Chinese shore batteries 
effectively retaliated for the Japanese 
shelling. 

According to an .urrival from 
Hochung, the Japanese made thelr 
landing at Hachung under the dim- 
moonlight carly yesterday morning 
after a fierce bombardment from 
thelr warships jn > Blas Bay, The 
alarm was immediately raised by 
Chinese sentries guarding the const. 
Chinese garrison and militiamen from 
varlous neighbouring villages rushed 
fo the scene. Heavy Chinese 
machine-gun and rifle fire checked 
the Japanese who-had landed at the 
seashore and prevented others who 
were attempting to Jand in lighters 
from approaching the shore. ~ 

After furious fighting, the Japanese 
were all repulsed. Several Japanese 
Mghters were sunk by_Chinese fire. 

Not long: after a squadron of more 


‘than ten Japanese planes flew ashore 


and heavily bombed the villages. A 
second landing was then successfully 
attempted.—Central News.

dra Feedorovna, wife. of Czar Nicolas

At tho. insistence of the Tsarina, 
Nicolas formally forbld the marriage, 
but Cyril disregarded the ruling of 
the chief of the family and married 
the woman of his cholce. She was a 
sister of Queen ‘Marie of Rumania, 
mother of the present King Carol. 
As o result of the marriage, Cyril 
and Nicolas were cstranged’ and it

Cyril was’ named an Admiral and 
placed as Communder-fn-Chicf of the 
Imperial Maritime puand, This was 
n corps d'elite, destincd to form the 
framework of the war ficct. He re- 
malned in that post throughout the 
war, until the Revolution, 

Cyril never had made an effurt to 
hide his liberal tendencies. In 1916, 
he sentra letter to the Czar warning 
him against the influence of Rasputin 
and SJnsisting upon the necessity of 
reforms, There was no reply to the. 
letter, Six months later, Rasputin 
was murdered; eight months later the 
Revolution broke out,

minor oMficlal post.” We can rendily 
imagine the concern’ of the Home 
Government when according to con- 
temporary accounts “most of the 
oMcinis then spertt the great propor- 
(lon of their time in pointing cut 
what were obviously abuses and ndd- 
ing fuel to the already formidable 
tempest in the colonial tea-pot.” 


Ovorhauled 
Administration 


Slr Hercules Robinson arrived inj’ 


the Colony on September 7, 1854, and 
was sworn into office with the cus- 
tomary ceremonial two days later. 
His first official act was to allay 
suspicion and regain public con- 
fidence. To accomplish this, he pro- 
ceeded to give the local administra- 
tlon the most thorough overhaul- 
ing which it had recelved up to that 
time, and in this difficult task he was 
ably assisted by the Attorncy- 
General, Mr. Willlam Henry Adams, 
The local press now came into his 
sphere of cleaning-up activities; for 
the reckless Hbels indulged in by a 
considerable percentage of the old- 
time editors had reputedly poisoned 
the very atmosphere of the Colony, 
and reduced the profession of 
journalism to nothing more than a 
reprehensible policy of vicious “mud- 
slinging and = muck-raking”” The 
first libel case which was heard in 
the administration of the newly ap- 
pointed-Governor, was that of Major 
Willam Caine, erstwhile Chief Ma- 
gistrate versus Mr. William Tarrant, 
editor of the Friend of Chine, This 
case which locally was a cause ccle- 
bre was heard on September 21, 
1854, and resulted in Mr. Tarrant be~ 
ing adjudged gullty and accordingly 
sentenced to a term of twelve months’ 
imprisonment ond to pay a fine of 
£60. ; 


The subsequent Injustice in con- 
nection with~this affair resufted: In 
the Governor being subjected ‘to 
considcrable criticism, and was the 
only flaw in what waa o most exccl- 
lent administration. As a result, 
however, of the attacks of his critics 
Governor Robinson determined to 
amend the newspaper law, and ac- 
cordingly ordered passed the famous 
Ordinance No, 16 of 1860, which by 
laying strict “penalties on news- 
papers for allegedly uncthical’ prac- 
tlees brought local journalism into 
line with that of England, and the 
local press immediately sect upon 
achieving a standard - comparable 


with that of any other in the Em- 
pire, 2 

The remaining five years of Sh 
Hercules’ administration saw the 
Colony advance by leaps and bounds. 
In fact, from a modern point of view, 
the. scheme of 
nigh phenomenal; for not only did 
Hongkong advance in wealth and 
population, but also the revenue was 
doubled without any increase what- 
gocver in taxation. The areas of the 
Colony had been extended by the Jn- 
clusion of the Dependency of Kow- 
loon, and ‘this act alone is sufficient 
for posterity to name Sir Hercules

A 
hurried, anxious life, such o8 ao 
doctor's, - isn’t-- so-- gvod.- Dentists, - 
also, are way down the long-life 
scale, :

They bombed them 
thoroughly using Nght bombs, and 
then went to the alrfleld where 65 
bombs were dropped. The Japanese

AIR SERVICES 

"The rapid growth in the use of 
this airport, with its prospect of 
greater expansion in the near, future, 
calls for consideration being given to 
the adequacy of the existing accom- 
modation and administrative arrange- 
ments. As Hon, {embers are aware, 
the neradrome serves a dual purpose, 
being used both by the Royal Air 
Force and civillan aviators. 

“It id to be expected that the former 
use will grow rather than diminish, 
but I am not able to: make any uscful 
forecast of its growth, Civilian 
machines, however, ares coming in 
rapldly increasing numbers and 


tonnage. 

“For instance, during the first 
seven months of this year’ 7,700 
passengers used the serodrome, that 
number being more than double that 
for the whole of 1937, while goods 
and mail tonnage for the former 
shorter period was four times that 
for the previous twelve months. 
The revenue from fees und licences 
collected by the Air Services Depart- 
ment also shews the very rapid 
growth of this traffic. In 1937 it 
amounted to $25,800: the first: seven 
months of 1939 have already brought 
in $35,600 to which should be added 
$15;800 on account of. charges for 
storafe, rent and rates collected by 
the Treusury. 

“There. are five alr lines already 
using the airport und it is inevitable 
that the number will grow. There is 
the further Important factor that 
the modern acroplane tends to take 
progresstvely longer runs jn which 
to become air-borne. In view of 
these important {ssues I have  ap- 
polnted a small expert committee to 
examine the existing acrodrome in 
the light of Its probable future needs 
and to advise upon what steps, if 
ony, should now be taken to meet 
them.

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS 

The activities’ of the Postmaster 
General's department have under- 
gone several changes and much 
growth during the Inst few menths. 

“On the one hand Messrs. Cables 

& Wireless have taken over all com- 
mercial - wireless transmission recep- 
tion and dellyery,” On the other, the 
department {s now responsible for all 
our internntional wireless com- 
munications and reserved official ser- 
vices In the Colony; it also receives 
ant distribufes alY ‘matter coming 
from press agencles throughout the 
world, . . 
“The “increase In alr-borne: mall 
has been. phenomenal and the new 
“AN Up" service with Great Britain 
will bring ‘a grent cxpunsion of the 
Colony’s letter mail. oo 

“The progressively high standard 
attained by the Hongkeng Brondcnst- 
ing Station {s. meeting with the ap- 
precintion which St deserves. I 
understand that the number of cur- 
rent ficences now extant have pase- 
ed the fen thousand mnark, an in- 
crense of 10.5 per cent, over the 
number extant :this time Inst year. 
\ FORESTRY AND AGRICULTURE 

“The estimates reflect the intention 
of extending the area under forests 
and dt the same. time of tightening 
up conservation mothods - especially 
in. respect of timber. stealing. 
understand that there has slready 
been a,notable decrease in this kind 
of larceny. . . a 

wy 


“The Superintendent of the 
Botanical and Forestry Department 
has been instructed to report on the 
possibilities of agricultural develop- 
ment of the New Territories includ- 
ing the larger islands. 

“An agricultural reconnaissance of 
Lan Tau will be undertaken shortly 
ond if the results are sufficiently 
promis)ng it will be followed up by 
on oagfleultural survey, 

“Admittedly, it ‘would, Initlally, 
be rather expensive to make 0 
emall-seltlement scheme attractive 
fo the peasant farmer type 
but I believe that It might prove 
remunerative in the Jong run. 

“In this connection it is noteworthy 
that of the 240 tons of fresh vegct- 
ables consumed daily. in Hongkong 4 
little over 30 tons are grown in the 
Colony, the remainder coming from 
Kwangtung Province and elsewhere. 
The figures for fresh meat are equally 
striking. Obviously it is undesirable 
that the Colony should be so greatly 
dependent on external sources for 
such essential commodities, If such 
a scheme also succecded In relieving 
Victoria and Kowloon of some of 
their. unwanted squatters and unem- 
ployed the Colony would be benefitted 
in a second direction. © 


THE SOCIAL SERVICES 

“The two principal causes of human 
ill-being, mal-nutrition and slum 
housing, conditions, dominate, I 
regret to say, the lives of a very large 
majority of Hongkeng's population. 
My predecessors set on foot two lines 
of inquiry which aimed at combatting 
these two enemics of human health. 

“The Nutrition Research Committee 
appointed by Government in 1937 has 
presented an interim report. The 
committee's main function was to 
foster research Into local nutritional 

nd through its own efforts 

through extsting  soclal 
welfare organizations te make avail- 
able to the people of Hongkong the 
advantages of the modern knowledge 
of nutrition, 

“The Committee sponsored In- 
vestigations into nutritional disorders 
of pregnant women at the Tsan Yuk 
Hospltal and simtlur preblems com- 
plicating the convalescene of -cholera 
patients. It also carried out an im- 
portant inquiry into the vitamin 
trentment of certain types of mal- 
nutrition and accorded assistance to 
the Committee on the Overcrowding 
of Prisons by evaluating various 
oficial prison diets and. by making 
recommendations thereanent.. Public 
interest was Invited to the subject of 
dictetics, and a series of talks on 
feeding of infants, children and 
mothers was broadcast. 

“The Committce made two recom- 
mendations in its interim report, (1), 
the creation of a whole time Nutrl- 
tional Research studentship, and (2), 
the enlurgement of the Committee 
with a view to increased nctivittes 
on its part. The former of these, 
nithough ft has my full approval in 
principle,. hns_ not been carried Into 
effect in the draft estimates us T am 
advised that it is doubtful whether a 
suitable officer will be available In 
the near future: the Intter has been 
carried out: and the re-inforced com- 
mittee js continuing Its functions. 

HOUSING 
“The actual report of the Housing 
Commission, Is: short but pregnant 
and there Is appended to it a thought- 
ful and informative study of the 
principal features of Hongkong’s pro- 
‘blems of thls nature, made In the 
Nght of the past experience ‘of other 
countries. 
,. “The report brings out the essentlal 
‘interdependence between slum clenr= 
ance, hygienic housing of the poorer 
elnsses and town planning and, wise- 
ly, it. makes no pretence of © being 
final: {ts main recommendations, 
briefly summarised, are 

That surveys of “many different 
kinds should be put jn hand at 
once, in order to establish the 

» facts of the case; 

That competent nuthoritles be sct 
up for that purpose; 

That expert advice be rought when 
these preliminary Investigations 
have been made, before remedial 
expenditure is begun on a large 
scale, : : 
PREVENTION OF DISEASES 

“Intimately connected ‘with the 
major Jasues relative to nutrition and 
‘housing two other activies need to be 


constant and ub{fquitous if, a high 
standard of pubile health '5 to be at~ 
tained and maintained: these are in- 
fant welfare ond anti-cpidemical 
work. ‘The former goes to the raot 
of the matter, viz., the phyalcal well- 
being of a human community Is in 
direct ratlo to the education In health 
subjects which it receives. . 

“fhe injury suffered here and 
elsewhere by young children through 
the ignorance of. well-intentioned 
mothers ia appalling, 

“I am aware thet much excellent 
‘work is being done by the charitably- 
inclined and by Government to this 
end; but the position will not be 
satisfactory till a network of ade- 
quate welfare-centres covers the 
whole Colony. I hope to see o big 
extension of this beneficent activity 
during the next few years. + : 


SALE OF FOOD 
Two useful measures aimed at the 
prevention of distases were passed

ILLUSORY SURPLUS 
“Looking at the figures of revenuc 
and expenditure, they show a smull 
anticipated surplus for the current 
year, before allowing for certain ace 
counting adjustments. That surplus 
Is, however, Iusory becuuse at the 
end of the year we shall be owing, 
nearly n million dollars of military 
contribution which must be pald next 


year. 


“Revenue {s still coming in well 
but money is going out even faster 
than early in the year. :

“The increase on the revenue side, 
which Ig sprend over nearly all the 
maln heads, is due primarily to the 
larger population of the Colony. 

“So fur os one can distinguish be~

“Tt must be the wish of everybody 
that a satisfactory end should be 
brought to the Sino-Japanese hostlli- 
ithes and once ‘that end is reached [

“We hope, of course, that when 
peace Is restored normal trade will

“Under other heads of expend!. 
ture I fear that far from oxpecting 
reductions we mst prepare for 
further increases. 

“There will for. example be an 
automatic and undvoldable increase 
under the head “Pensions.” 

The figures" given in the 
memorandum circuloted with the cs- 
timates show on increase of some 30 
per cent, between: 1936 and 1939. - 

“Comparisons before that year 
are vitlated by exchange fluctua- 
tlons but taking sterling payments 
alono the pensions bill has more 

than doubled since 1930. . 

“There ig no sign that the increase 
4s yet coming to an end. It must be 
remembered that the pension bill is 
In the main governed by the es- 
tablishment and the salary scales in 
existence ten or twenty years ago and 
little can be done to reduce it im- 
mediately unless Government is to 
default on its obligations 
. "Some attempt has been made to 
atem the tide of increase in the more 
(distant future by the recent adoption 
fn all the senior grades of the ser 
vice of new scales of salary which 
provide lower pensionable cmolu- 
ments. a 

“A similar increase takes place 
annually in Widows’ and Orphans’ 
pensions, Here, as Honourable Mem- 
bers. have pointed out on previous 
occasions, Government in the 
position of having accented contri- 
butions from officers and, while there 
1s no foundation for the mischievous 
statements that Government makes o 
profit out of those contributions, It 
has incurred o Mability to pay pen- 
siona In the future which will have 
to be met in due course. 

“Tt is impossible to state without 
an actuarial valucgion what that 
Nability is. 

“Those members Who hnve pre- 
viously taken an interest in this 
subject will however. be pleased to 
learn that {t has been decided = in 
principle, with the approval of thu 
Sceretary of State, to recast the wholc 
system of Widows’ and Orphans’ 
pensions and 
dependent Fund into which will 
be paid a sum representing the 
present Hnbllity of Government on 
this account and annual sums for the 
future representing Government's 
contribution towards the pensions of 
the widows and orphans of public 
officers, 

“The compiling of the information 
for the necessary actuarial valuation 
hos already been ‘started but it js a 
slow business and it 1s quite ime 
possible to say when the 
change will take place. It will not, 
1} muy add, reduce the benefits to 
which officers are entitled under the 
existing Scheme. 


7 ACCUMULATED LIABILITY 


“The effects of the change on 
Government accounts will be, first, 
that We shalt have to provide a sum, 
probably running Into milllons of 
dollars, representing the accumulated 
dabillty, necessitating a further sub- 
stantial diminution in our nominal 
surplus balance; and secondly thet 
each yenr thereafter we shall have. to 
provide in the estimates: a contri- 
bution represnting the true amount of 
the Government assistance given to 
the furid, while losing the reccipts on 
the revenue side representing the 
officers’ contributions.

“Noxt there are a, number of heads 
of expenditure in which lncreares 
are not automatic in the sense of 
arising out of legal commitments but 
ure unavoidable. unless - substantial 
changes in government policy .nre 
made. These are defence 
and the large group of social services, 
particularly health und education.

“The comparatively small heads of 
the Volunteer Defence Corps and the 
Naval Volunteer Force sro increasing 
in cost as a result. - ‘ 

“Those increases must continuc 
no Jong ns the dictates of polloy 
require Increases in the numbers of 
those forces and the supply to 
them of more and more expensive 
equipment In order to keep pace 
with modern military requirements, 

AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS 

"The principal increase In defence 
expenditure for which we must allow 
{s, however, in the sphere of air raid 
precautions. 

“Im the 1038 estimates o figure of 
$50,000 was inserted, admittedly as a 
token vote. 

"Y regret to say that It hos been 
necessary to exceed that figure very 
substantially and a supplementary 
vote will In duce course be placed be- 
fore Council for approval, 

“The additional expenditure was 
decided upon after the printed Es- 
timates before you were prepared and 
instead of the gure appearing in 
them the revised estimate for 1938 
must now be put at $120,000. In 
1939 the head shows a further large 
expansion to a total of $338,005. 

Even that, however, is providing 
for o first instalment only of what 
the Air Rafd Precautlons Officer con- 
siders necessary for the protection 
of the civil population against alr 
attack. 

“1 may say that his original es- 
timates provided for expenditure

$32,111,222, being $147,938 less than 
the estimate. 


Notable were the expenditure in-|" 


creases In pensions of $359,810. The 
Military Contribution was up $206,- 
755, owing to the larger revenue than 
in 199 Typhoon damuge caused un 
inerease of $64,820 in the- Kowloon 
Railway expenditure and 
$281,809 in Public Works Recurrent. 

In anticipating the revenue results 
of 1038, the revised estimate Is 
$35,600,000, an excess of $5,405,080 
over the original. and of $2,463,033 
over the actual revenue of 1937, 

Actual revenue up to August, 31 
was approximately 21 per ceat. more 
than the porportionate amount of the 
estimate. The increase is due to the 
large number of people in the Colony, 
to the diversion of trade to Hongkong, 
but also duc to the numerous manu- 
facturing and other activities former- 
ly carried on in Shanghai and other 
clifes affected by the hostilitics, 

For 1939 the increase over the ap- 
proved revenue estimate in the case 
of the import duty on liquor Js ex- 
pected to be $325,000, in the case of 
tobacco, $850,000, and assessed taxes 
$275,000. Water Excess Supply and 
Meter Rents are expected to rise by 
$200,000 nnd Post Office receipts by 
$512,000. ‘ 

Of note is the increase expected in 
the Kowloon Canton Rallway aot 
$745,000. : 


BIGGER MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTION 


Increased revenue of 1938 has 
necessitated a further military con- 
tribution amounting to $654,043 and 
up to Sept. 15 Supplementary Votes 
amounting to $2,591,384 have been 
approved by the Finance Committce. 

Expenditure estimates for 1938 on 
account of epidemics and refugees 
ure up by $222,105, making a total 
estimate of $2,400,000 for the Medical 
Department. Kowloon-Canton ruil- 
way .expenditure may rise $417,654 
awing to active working and repair 
and: specinl damages. Charitable 
services at $425,000 will be up $210,- 
226 owing to the refugces and addl- 
tional prants to Chinese charities. 
Pensions will rise $380,000 to n total 
of $2,880,000 and under additional 
works, including the construction of 
refugee camps, there will be an in- 
crease expenditure of $872,150 
mauling a total of $2,150,000. 


SURPLUS OF ASSETS 


The net result if the revised 
estimates of revenue and expendi- 
ture are realised’ will be to Increose 
the. surplus of ossels at December 31 
to $14,506,923. 

The revenue for 1939 which is put 
at $35,257,621, has been’ estimated 
generally on the assumption that the 

conomic activity of the Colony will 
be maintained at not far short of its 
present level, 

This may appear optimistic, says 
the Memorandum, but so long us hos- 
tilitics continue in China, the pre- 
sent population Is Hkely to be main- 
tained while the transfer of business 
to Hongkong appears to be still going 
on. Building in prospect is a good 
deal higher than a year ago. 

No increase is expected in revenue 
in 1939 on Hquor, motor spirit, and 
tobacco accounts, but rates are ex- 
pected to rise $200,000 to $6,200,000. 
Land sales are expected to fall vy 
$350,000 and Kowloon Canton Rall- 
way recelpts by $116,000. 

It is pointed out in the railway 
estimates that while much of the 
present goods traffic is connected 
with the war in China, it may be 
assumed that a permanent increase 
will result from the Hankow link, 
reviving passenger traffle when 
peace comes.

Robbery 
Charge 


Alleged to have been involved n 
a robbery at West Point on Monday 
evening, two British soldicrs of the

Frederick Denis Hamer, 24, both of 
the 24th Heavy Battery, Sth Heavy 
Regiment, R.A., stationed at Mount 
Davis Fort. They were alleged to 
have robbed a carpenter named 
Leung Ting, 33, of $6 at the Kennedy 
Town Praya on October 10, 


From no report of the affair made to 
the police by Leung, it appeared that 
he was walling along the Praya about 
845 p.m., when two Europeans, 
dressed in shirts and shorts, ap- 
proached. One, whom he alleged 
was Phelan, grabbed him by the 
jacket and struck him oa blow in the 
face, while Hamer went through his 
pockets and tool the moncy from his 
girdle .The two men then released 
him and fled. 


Detective-Sergeant J. Allen, who is 
in charge of the case, asked for a 
formal remand of one week, saying 
the case was for committal. 


Phelan and Hamer were remanded 
in gaol custody.

The existingg Central OMces of 
Governmin: are quile unworthy of 
the Colony’s status, as regards 
both the. accommodation which 
they offer and their  oppearance. 
Morcover, they also, for structural 
reasons, will need to be replaced 

‘before many years ore out, Bub 
no development is possible of their 
present site, which Is considered to 
be the most suitable for the Gov- 
ernment's Headquarter Offices, 
until the occupants of the existing 
buildings have been housed clsc- 
where. This could best be donc 
in the present Government House 
which must, of course, first be 
evacunted, : 

1 consider thezefore that the pro- 
ject of removing Government House 
to another site should be procecded

Nor does this proposal make 
it absolutely necessary to sell all the 
sites in queation if, ns a result of fur- 
ther consideration of the development 
of this orca, it is thought preferable 
to retain them or any parts of them 
for other purposes, 

A suggestion is that the site 
now occupied by .the Sceretariat 
and Public Works Department build- 
ings should ultimat be used. for 
the Central Buildings of Government. 
In the writer’s mind there is the fur- 
ther conception that the Clty Hall and 
the Colonial Muscum should form 
part of such a scheme. But this is 
a question which ralses mony Issucs 
and cannot bo settled immediately. 
The decision whether or not a new 
Government House should be bullt 
should be taken independently of it; 
there Is no real connection between 
them, except that the removal of 
Government House to another site 
would clear the ground both literally 
and figuratively for consideration of 
the subsequent problem.

THE WAR COMES 
NEARER. 


Until the position in South 
China is clarified the not unex- 
pected developments yesterday 
cannot be fully commented 
upon. It cannot be said that 
South China or Hongkong were 
unprepared for the invasion 
that hag now become a reality. 
It has been known for some 
time in official circles in both 
China and Hongkong that the 
Japanese Imperial Government 
contemplated the creation of 
another major battle-field in 
that vast land that is China, and 
the latter country’s preparations 
have included the massing of at 
least a quarter of a million 
troops in the area now 
threatened. In Hongkong, emer- 
gency regulations controlling 
the influx of refugees and 
Japanese and Chinese ship- 
ping. have been the subject 
of correspondence between the 
Hongkong Government § and 
London since January, and the 
regulations. were actually ga- 
zetted a week ago. 


If, as present reports indicate, 
Japan has landed only 30,000 
troops for the South China in- 
vasion, the task is going to be 
the most difficult she has under- 
taken in China. Opposed to the 
Japanese invaders are an over- 
whelming force of the flower of 
the Chinese armies—Kwangsi 
and Kwangtung troops whose 
forefathers cradled the 1911

is Personalities of Old Hongkong 


Robinson: 


By T. Paul Gregory | 


“NFY appointment to Hong- 
. kong was regarded by my 
friends aa a subject more fit for. 
condolences than for congratuln- 
tions.” This was said by Sir 
Hercules Robinson nearly eighty- 
five years ‘ago when he was 
Nominated Governor of this 
Colony. Well he might be of 
this opinion; for then Hongkong 
had the worst possible reputa- 
tion in England, not only for 
unhealthiness, but also for be- 
ing a place officially as well as 
socially at case with itself. 
Owing cither to weakness or in- 
capacity of the previous ad- 
ministration, things had beon 
steadily going from bad to 
worse, and the community it- 
self was. in a complete state of 
disorganisation. 


When he Ieft, however, he could 
conscientiously say that during the 
six years of his stay he had seen 
Hongkong emerge from near “chaos 
and develop from a second-rate out- 
post into a prosperous, populous 
and contented Colony, ranking first- 
class jn official status in the Em- 
pire. 


The man who accomplished all this 
was un Irishman, born about the 
yeor 1804. Like mnny others of his 
countrymen, Sir Hercules commenced 
his career by serving as a soldier in 
the British Army, joining the 87th 
Fusiliers. By 1846, he had risen to 
oficer's rank, and owing to the seri- 
ous famine brought about by the 
fajlure of the potato crop in’ his 
Homeland, he felt that he could 
better serve his country by acting in 
another capacity. Therefore, he 
tendered his resignation, and took 
up duties under the Commissioner of 
Public Works and Poor Law Board in 
Ireland designed to alleviate the 
suffering of the poverty-stricken 
masses. In this capacity, he served 
with credit until the year 1849, when 
he was appointed by the Government 
to sit on a Commission to enquire 
into the fairs and markets of Ireland. 


Rapid Promotion 


So well done was this task that he 
won the commendation of the Gov- 
ernment, and upon his deciding to 
enter the forcign “service, he was 
nominated to serve os President of 
the British Island of Morttserrat in 
the West Indies. His next appoint- 
ment was thut of Licutenant- 
Governor of St, Christopher in 1854, 
with which he held the dormant 
commission of Governor-in-Chicf of 
the Leeward Islands, This was but 
a short-lived appointment; for the 
Coloninl Office had decided to name 
him as Governor and Commander- 
In-Chicf of Hongkong. Upon his re- 
turn Home to receive his instruc- 
tions and commissions prior to pro- 
to the Far East, he was 
knighted by Queen Victoria. 


The task which was expected of 
him to perform in Hongkong was by 
no means an easy ane, and the newly 
appointed administrator himself felt 
considerable misgivings about his 
future career in that,“most notorious 
of all places in the Emplre—Hong- 
kong.” The sensational charges of 
Mr. Thomas Chisolm Anstey, who 
had been appointed Attorney-General 


gratulated that its: wise pre- 
liminary preparations for 
segregating and caring for re- 
fugees atcamps in the New 
Territories will not now render 
it necessary to guard-and close 
the. entire frontier. Hongkong, 
happily, is. today in a position 
to offer sanctuary to these -un- 
fortunate victims of war, 


The equilibrium’ with which 
oficial quarters in Hongkong 
regards tho latest developments 
is indicated by the fact that the 
only military action has been to 
despatch 200 soldiers'to the New 
Territorics to ald the police in 
controlling the crowds of un- 
fortunate people who undoubted- 
ly will seck sanctuary in this 
British territory. Excitement, 
as in previous crises, will die al- 
most as quickly as it has arisen. 


of Hongkong had set- the whole 
Foreign Office by its cars, and Sir 
Hercules was expressly charyted at 
the time of his departure. in the 
summer ef 1659 “to make oan enquiry 
into the various charges ralsed by 
Mr. Anstey, but cautioned, however, 
against stirring up again ct- that 
mess of mud which appears to em- 
barrass society in Hongkong.” In 
fact, the ‘situation in.the Colony was 
such that the entire community was 
n “veritable hot-bed: of strife, dis- 
content, and sullen vituperation— 
sparing no one In its baleful 
fhoroughnerss—from the Governor 
himself to the occupant of the most 
minor ofiicinl post.’ We can readily 
imagine the coneern of the Home 
Government when according to con- 
temporary accounts “most of the 
oMcials then spemt the great propor- 
tion of their time in pointing out 
what were obviously abuses and add- 
ing fuel to the already formidable 
tempest in the colonial tea-pot." 


Overhauled 
Administration 


Sir. Hercules Robinson arrived in 
the Colony on September 7, 1854, and 
was sworn Into office with the cus- 
tomary ceremonial two days Jater. 
His first oMclal act was to allay 
suspicion ond regain public con- 
fidence. To accomplish this, ho pro- 
eceded to give the local andministra- 
tion the most thorough overhaul- 
ing: which it had recelyed up.to that 
lime, and in this diMcult task he was 
ably assisted by the <Attorney- 
General, Mr. William Henry Adams. 
The local press now came into his 
sphere of cleaning-up activities; for 
the reckless llbels indulged In by-a 
considerable percentage of the old- 
time ¢ditors had reputedly polsoned 
the very atmosphere of the Colony, 
and reduced the profession of 
journalism to nothing more than. a 
reprehensible policy of vicious “mud- 
slinging and = muck-raldng.'” The 
first libel cuse which wag heard in 
the administration of the newly ap- 
pointed Governor, was that of Mojor 
William Caine, erstwhile Chief Ma- 
gistrate versus Mr. Willlam Tarrant, 
editor of the Friend of China. This 
case Which locally wag a cause cele~ 
bre was heard on September 21, 
1854, und resulted In Mr, Tarrant be~ 
Ing adjudged guilty and according} 
sentenced to a term of twelve months’ 
‘Imprisonment and to pny a fine of 
£50. 


The Subsequent. injustice in con- 
nection with this affair resulted in 
the Governor’ being subjected to 
considerable criticism, and was the 
only faw in what wns o most excel- 
lent administrations As’ a result, 
however, of the attacks of his critics 
Governor Robinson determined to 
omend the newspaper Inw, and ac- 
cordingly ordered passed the famous 
Ordinance No. 16 of 1860, which by 
Jaying strict penalties on. news- 
pupers for allegediy uncthical prac- 
tices brought local journalism Into 
line with that of England, and the 
local press immedlately sct upon 
achieving a standard comparable 
with that of any other in the Em- 
pire. : 


The remaining five years of Sir 
Hercules’ administration saw the 
Colony advance by leaps and bounds. 
in fact; from a modern point of view, 
the scheme of progress was well- 
nigh phenomenal; for not only did 
Hongkong advance in wealth and 
population, but also the revenue was 
doubled without any increase what- 
soever in taxation. The areas of the 
Colony hnd been extended by the in- 
clusion of the Dependency of Kow- 
loon, and this act alone is sufficient 
for posterity to name Sir Hercules 
Robinson ag one of the greatest of 
colonial administrators. The tre- 
mendous.cnergy displayed by Sir Her- 
cules {n securing wholesale reform 
was emulated by the community at 
large, which within the short space 
of half a decade forgot the quarrels 
which secthed so violently but such 
a short while before, and began to 
occupy itself with the Intention of 
making Hongkong really oa fit 
place in which to live. It scema 
incredible thant many of ° the 
amenitics -of our present Colony 
owe thelr cxistance to the 
energy ‘and vision of Governor 
Robinson, and a few of these may be 
instanced: the commencement of the 
Praya, the Public Gardens, gas and 
water works, the extension of the 
suburban areas, the inauguration of a 
system of higher education, ate. 


Consequently, upon his departure 
for Home on March 15, 1865, the re~ 
sidenta felt the greatest regrets; for 
he not only had suceeeded In ‘uniting 
the guarrelsome factions’ of the com~ 
munity, but had left ag his most fit- 
ting memorial a Colony, in which 
people were proud to live, and’ upon 
his death. in the” Jate- ‘seventies, 
Hongkong felt that’ {t had lost more 
than an efficient administrator, but a 
well-loved friend as well. - o

TOKYO, Oct. 18. 


PRINCE KONOYE, Premier of Japan, has 


despatched an official Note to 


foreign 


diplomats in Tokyo recalling Japan’s difficulties 
in Shanghai and Kiukiang in protecting Third 
Power properties because the Chinese had 
constructed defensive works nearby. 


He has therefore requested 
foreign governments to adc- 
quately and effectively’ on- 
deavour to prevent the Chinese 
making almilar moves in the 
present South China hostilities, 
and has urged forelgners to re- 
frain from actions tending to in- 
dicate they are favouring the 
Chinese. 

He has also appealed to 
forelgn governments to refrain 
as far os possible from moving 
vessels, troops and aircraft 
within Chinese territorial waters 
between Swatow and Pakhoi. 

It is requested that forelgn govern- 
ments should notlfy the Japanese ten 
doys In advance when moving troops. 

Prince Konoye has also requested 
Third Powers not to allow the 
Chinese to use thelr properties, and 
that foreign vessels should not 
approach Chinese military establish. 
ments. He has asked thot Third 
Powers should provide ncrial Jund~ 
marka of foreign propertics. 

It iy stated that in the even of 
Chineso occupying forelgn proper- 
fies the Japancso must attack 
them, and it fs suggested that 
forelgners leave the zone of hos- 
tilities In order to prevent unfor- 
tunate Incidents,

OFFICIAL NOTES RECALLED 


Ads Tokyo, Oct. 12. 

‘The extension of the hostilitics to 
South China Just announced calls to 
mind the oficial notes addressed on 
June 20 of this year to the foreign 
diplomatic representatives in Tokyo. 

‘These notes drew attention to the 
probable extension of the’ Sino- 
Japanese hostilities to that part of 
the Chinese territory south of the 
Yellow River ond cast of Slan, capital 
of Shens! Province, of Ichang, In 
Hupeh Province, Hengyang, in Hunan 
Province and Pakhol, on the Tong- 
king Gulf, and asked the’ forelgn 
Powers concerned to take approprinte 
meustires for the protection of the 
lives and property of their natlonals 
resident {n the stated areas. 

The spokesman of the Foreign 
Office in this connection Issucd a 
statement that with the expansion of 
the Sino-Japanese incident there was 
grave danger that the hostilitles 
would spread to that part of China 
south of the Yellow River and cast 
of Ichang, Hengyang and Pakhol, 
with the exception of the territory 
already under Japanese occupation, 
of the forelgn -Concessions and of 
foreign Leased Territory. 

The statement said that prompted 
by the desire to minimize damage to 


to lives nnd property of nationals 
of third Powers in the ubove-men- 
tioned uren as a sequel to the Sino- 
Japanese hositlities, the Japanese 
Government tnade certain requests, 

Third Powers concerned were asked 
to instruct thelr respective nationals 
or caretakers of property belonging 
to them In the affected area, firstly, 
to advise foreigners and foreign 
vessels not {to approach Chinese 
military establishments In the said 
area; secondly, to display clear marks 
on forelgn property In the said area 
and promptly to communicate such 
markings to the Japanese authorities; 
thirdly, not to allow Chinese troops 
to utilize or appronch such property 
as otherwise the Japanese forces 
would be compelled to attack such 
property, for the protection of which 
the Japanese forces could not assume 
responslbility. ‘ 

The statement declared tliat the 
Japanese Government had no In- 
tention to Impose its request on third 
Powers, but it was highly desirable 
for the prevention of unfortunate 
incidents that foreigners ghould with- 
draw to safety from the sald aren 
if possible.

Comment on Invasion 


THAT JAPAN’S INVASION in South China 

has long been expected is the general opinion 
expressed by the leading Chinese papers in 
Hongkong in their editorial comments on the 
Jananese landing at Bias Bay yesterday. 


The Ta Kung Pao points out that 
Japan's attack on Kwangtung has a 
dun} purpose. On the one hand, she 
hopes to crush China by closing her 
present main outlet to the outside 
world and hence the stoppage of 
foreign supplies. On the other hand, 
she nims at ousting British interests 
and influence from China's south- 
west. 

By dominating China and ellminat- 
ing British influence, Japan hopes to 
reallse her dream of hegemony in the 
Far East, the paper says. 3 

The Shun Pao attributes Jopan's 
South China adventure at this junc- 
ture when her drive on the Wuhan 
cities has met with repeated set- 
backs to the following reasons: 
Firstly, she attacks South China in 
order to cut the Cunton-Kowloon 
Rallway to stop the flow of foreign 
military supplies into the interlor. 

Secondly, Japan has learned from 
the recent Czech Issue that Britain 
will not likely take n strong stand 
in the event of a South China inva- 
sion, 

Thirdly, the Japanese navy which 
has hitherto been in a subordinate 
position to the Army in the present 
hostilities, wants to distinguish it- 
self in a South China campuign. 

- Lastly, the Japanese .milltarists 
want to stimulate the war-sentiments 
of the Jnpanese people by a South 
China invasion. 

The Wah Ki Yat Po belicves that 
the South China Invasion is cn- 
couraged by the weak stand of the 
democratic nations In the recent 


war that the Czar finally forgave his 
cousin, 

When forgiveness was granted 
Cyril was named an Admiral and 
pluced as Commander-in-Chicf of the 
amperial .Marit.me guard. This was 
a corps d’clite, destined to form the 
framework of the war ficet. He re- 
malned in that post throughout the 
war, until the Revolution. 

Cyril never had made an effort to 
hide his liberal tendencies, “In 1916, 
he sent a letter to the Czar warning 
him against the Influence of Rasputin 
and insisting upon the necessity of 
reforms. There was no reply to the 
letter. Six months later, Rasputin 
was murdered; eight months later the 
Revolution broke out. 

When a committee of the Douma 
proclaimed February 25, 10917, the 
collapse of absolutism, Cyril spon- 
tancously Jed his regiment of the 
Guards te the Douma and with a wide 
red sash across his breast, he placed 
himself at the disposition of 
the new authority. After the fall 
of the Kerensky provisional revolu- 
tionary government, Cyril migrated 
ond tool refuge firstly in Koburg, 
then came te France and took a 
modest villa in the Brittany fishing 
port of Saint Bricue. 

After he had obtalned proof of the 
murder of the Czar and his family, 
and after the death of Grand Duke 
Nicolas and other Romanoffs, Cyril in 
1922 proclaimed himself Chief of the 
Romanoff -house and curator of the 
throne, He waited two yéars longer 
before proclaiming himself Emperor. 
Not oll the Russian Iegitimists follow- 
ed him, however, and to them and to 
the famed Almanach Gotha, he re- 
mained Grand Duke Cyril. 

His proclamation, however, was 
supported by the. Young Russian’ 
(Mlaodorossy) party. whose pro- 
gramme secks tq realize’ the welding 
of the Russian revolution and ‘the 
monarchist {dea. In emigree circles, 
Cyril was half-Jokingly called the 
“Soviet Czar”. ee oe ee 

His wife, Grand Duchess. Victorla, 
died In 1935, They had threo child- 
ren, Grand Duke Wiadimir, born at 
Hatko-Borego, Finland, August 17, 
1917, who !s now the Komanoff heir; 
Grand Duchess Kyra, born ‘ in Paris 
in 1909, and Grand Duchess Mario, 
born at Coburg in 1907, now ‘marr!

“The rapidly increasing number of 
passengers landing at this port has 
for some time put.a full passport 
examination service beyond the 
physical abilities of that section of 
the police force engaged In that duty. 
Such a service is a necessity at a port 
such as this and the estimates for 
next year contain a big, increase of 
pollce personnel for that purpose. 
Opportunity has been takeri of this 
expansion to transfer passport office 
work to the Police Department from 
the Colonial Scerctariat.

resistance. The Chinese defence 
works there are understood to be 
very strong. Chinese shore batterios 
eNcctively retaliated for the Japanese x 
shelling. 

According to an arrival from 
Heachung, the Japanese made their 
landing at Hachung under the dim-' 
moonlight carly yesterday morning 
after a flerce bombardment from - 
thelr warships in Bins Bay. The 
alarm was immediately raised by 
Chinese sentries: guarding the coast. 
Chinese garrison and militiamen from 
various nelghbouring villages rushed 
to the scene. Heavy. Chinese 
machine-gun and rifle fire checked 
the Japanese who had Janded at the 
seashore and prevented others who 
were attempting to Iand in Mghters 
rom approaching the shore, 

After furious fighting, the Japanese 
were all repulsed. Several Japanese 
lighters were sunk by Chinese fire. 

Not long after a squadron of more 
than ten Japanese planes flew ashore 
and heavily bombed the villages. A 
second landing was then successfully 
attempted.—Central News,
